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Memorial Day has changed in the 
last few years in Andover. Not so 
many years ago the story of the 
Memorial Day exercises might 
have been headed ‘‘Memorial Day 
Speakers Urge Following Path of 
Peace’—and it couldn’t have been 
more than a few years before that 
that the headlines would have 
read: “Speakers Advocate Com- 
plete Disarmament.” 


While the rest of the world in its 
nicest disarming jmanner went 
about making itself weak, another 
nation had gone ahead making it- 
self strong, militarily speaking, 
and last Friday’s Memorial Day 
addresses reflected the growing ap- 
prehension and the almost com- 
plete certainty that the United 
States would soon be active in the 
conflict. The need for unity in or- 
der to preserve our liberties 
seemed the general theme, as may 
be judged from the following in- 
direct quotations: 

Rey. Mr. ‘Noss (at the Library, 
Old South, and Spring Grove): 
People are more conscious today 
of the ideals of the day and the 
great treasures which they pos- 
sess. They intend to keep them 
forever. We shall not be false 
again to our responsibility. 

Mr. Hamblin (at Memorial Audi- 
torium): Let us forget differences 
and work together sacrificially and 
worthily and do unitedly what we 
can in our great democracy as the 
people of this town did in the 
World War. 

Scott Paradise (at Memorial 
Tower, speaking of the people of 
London): They are Striving for 
their liberty though their city is 
torn to shambles. ‘They will be 
able to say to those who have gone 


on before: “We have kept the 
faith.” 


Father Austin (at St. Augustine’s 
cemetery): There are some things 
worse than war, and one of these 
is loss of freedom. Let us always 
hope that this will remain the land 
of the free and the home of the 
brave. 

Rey. Mr. Johnson (at British Vet- 
erans’ services, (Spring Grove): 
Three-quarters of the people are 
Willing to risk a war with Ger- 
many if necessary to save Democ- 
racy. A great missionary in India 
pointed out that it is cheap of 
America to give only arms and al- 
low the British to go on fighting 
alone. 

» Father McDonald (at Legion lot) 
spoke of the great principles of 
life, liberty and the pursuit of hap-

Miss Hearsey 
then presented them to Mrs. 
Baton, who graciously welcomed 
them into the Aluminae Associa- 
tion. Miss Hearsey announced the 
decision of the class of 1887 to give 
the furnishings of the new Means 
Memorial Library reading room, a 
Toe and deeply appreciated 
gift. 

It was voted to send greetings to 
the senior alumna, Mrs. Blizabeth 
Lewis Smith, and to Miss Jane 
Carpenter, 

Commencement marshals to act 
on graduation day were announced: 
Chief marshal, Mrs. Dorothy Pills-

BACCALAUREATE 
SERVICE AT ABBOT 

“The future of the world depends 
to a considerable degree upon how 
the youth of the world faces the 
present crisis,” Rev. Dr. Raymond 
Calkins, pastor emeritus of the 
First Church in Cambridge, de- 


clared at the Abbot Baccalaureate 
Sunday. He urged the graduates 
to have great expectations and 
they would accomplish far more 
than they ever dreamed they 
could. “If you expect to do some- 
thing, you have confidence that you 
can do it and you will. If you do 
not expect you can do it, you will 
not be able to do it.” 

He told the girls to have not only 
great expectations for themselves, 
but also for their friends, for there 
is no finer thing in this life than 
the influence for good we can have 
over others. “By having great ex- 
pectations for yourself, for those 
about you and for the world you 
actually help to make the world 
a better one to live in. The ending 
of the tumult of today depends 
largely upon the number of peo- 
ple who expect righteousness to 
prevail.”

Benches For The “Weary” 


One of our prominent town citi- 
zens came into the office recently 
and suggested that we write an 
editorial about how nice it would 
be to have some seats in front of 
the town hall for the people to sit 
on while they’re waiting for the 
busses. The idea, of course, has its 
good points because certainly af- 
ter a hard day’s work, it doesn’t 
help one’s disposition any to have 
to stand around waiting for a bus. 
You can go out almost any day and 
see old people standing waiting, 
and really they should be off their 
feet. 

But then, we went into the plan 
a little further and when we had 
finished thinking about it, we came 
to the conclusion that no matter 
how many seats you put in front 
of the town hall for the bus-wait- 
ers, the chances are there wouldn’t 
be any room for them to sit down. 
For after all, the gentlemen who 
at present reenforce the brick 
work of our town hall and some of 
our business buildings would un- 
doubtedly usurp this opportunity 
to become less tired. 

To the persons who pass through 
Andover, the sight of a number of 
men, usually the same day after 
day, leaning against the town’s 
buildings doesn’t enhance the 
town’s reputation. You can see 
them almost any time of day, eve- 
ning, or even late at night, holding 
up business blocks from one end 
of the square to the other. Some- 
times, if they get too tired they sit 
on the front steps of the ittown hall 
or go down to the Baptist church 
and lie around on the steps. Oth- 
ers walk over to the library and 
lean against the wall there. In the 
olden days, they used to sit on the 
wall, but the trustees erected a 
spiked fence which would make 
this an uncomfortable thing to do. 
It’s unfortunate that they didn’t 
erect a similar spiked fence hori- 
zontally. 

Of course, men have to do some- 
thing, and hanging around doesn’t 
cost any money, but if they have 
any pride in the town in which they 
live, they certainly should be will- 
ing to walk the extra few steps up 
to the park where there are plenty 
of benches on which they could sit 
down and chat about the town af- 
fairs. The present situation doesn’t 
help Andover either in appearance 
or in a business sense, for a-good- 
ly number of our housewives don’t 
like coming down town to shop if 
they are going to be ogled at by 
some loungers-around. 


It’s Really Worth It 

Paper is still quite inexpensive, 
and the amount of ink that you will 
use in writing a letter is of negli- 
gible cost, and, as for the time that 
it takes to write a letter, even if 
you’re one of the doddlers who 
takes half an hour to write a page, 
it still isn’t asking too much of you 
to sit yourself down once a week 
and write to somebody who has 
given all his time in your interests. 

A'ibout 75 Andover ‘boys have en- 
tered the armed services of the 
United States as draftees or volun- 
teer draftees, within the last year, 
and today, a good many of them 
are far away from Andover, with 
no chance of getting home. Natural- 
ly, they want to hear from people

After all, their folks 
have given the country them, and 
a half hour or so a week that it 
would take you to write a letter or 
two isn’t really too much of a part 
to ask you to take in the national 
emergency. 

They’re far from home and are 
kept quite busy, some of them, but 
still they have plenty of time to 
think of the people at home, and to 
wonder how they’re coming along.

We Are Americans 


Andover is a Republican town.

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MEMORIAL HALL LIBRARY 
EXHIBITS GOURDS 


All the gourds on display at the 
Memorial Hall Library, except the 
three so labeled, were grown by 
the exhibitor, Francis J. Biery of 
225 South Main street, whose hob- 
by is not only growing them but 
making various useful and orna- 
mental objects from them. 


Contrary to popular belief, the 
name of gourd signifies any one of 
more than seven hundred species 
with countless varieties within the 
species. 


Gourds are even vital to National 
Defense—the Navy uses the pulp 
from thousands of the Chinese 
Luffa Gourds for oil filters. 


Gourd culture is probably as old 
as man. Archaeologists have found 
gourd utensils in excavations: In 
Turkey one county is called Dolma 
Baktche or Garden of Gourds be- 
cause of the tremendous number 
grown, there. 


Lagenaria gourds, the tropical, 
hardshell type, range from small 
size to extremely large—some eight 
to ten feet long by eighteen inches 
in diameter, to the more compact 
ones with a ten to twelve gallon 
capacity. Since the Lagenaria type 
is tropical, requiring a very long 
season, it is not a profitable com- 
mercial possibility in this region 
of late Spring and early Fall frosts. 

The Lagenaria gourds with their 
pure white four or five-inch bios- 
soms make a beautiful trellis or 
ground cover in the moonlight. 
They bloom only at might and 
moths instead of bees are ‘the pol- 
len carriers:

John Murray 
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God Prays 


Sermonette by Rev. Donald H. Savage 


Do you ever try to think of pray- 
er from God’s point of view? If 
prayer is communion between man 
and God, it must be a two-way re- 
lationship, a mutual experience in 
which each one gives as well as 
takes, listens as well as speaks. 
Strangely enough, it is God who 
seems to find it more difficult to 
get his ideas across and to make 
his will known, because we ‘have 
not learned to listen. If we would 
listen more in prayer, we would 
realize that God is constantly try- 
ing to reveal Himself to us and let 
us know what He would have us 
do. He does not wait passively to 
be discovered. He is actively seek- 
ing to make His truth known to the 
scientist, the thinker, and all His 
children. It is not only we who are 
praying to God, but God who is 
praying to us. Many persons ask, 
“Why doesn’t God answer our 
prayers for peace?” when they 
ought to put the question this way, 
“Why don’t we answer God’s pray- 
e:s for peace?” 

What a difference it might make 
in our praying and our living if, 


instead of mechanically repeating 
the Lord’s Prayer each day, we 
tried to pray it as God might do, 
thinking of each petition as com- 
ing, not from ourselves to God, but 
from God to us. Here is how it 
might sound: 

“My children who are on earth, 

Your names too are holy. (May 
they always remind and challenge 
you to live as my children.) 

Let my kingdom come (for it can- 
not come without your help.) 

Let my will be done in earth, as 
it is in heaven. 

Share your daily bread with 
those deprived by their brothers’ 
greed. 

Forgive your’ brothers their 
wrongs against you, that your ill 
will may not be a barrier to my 
forgiveness of you- 

Do not seek temptation. 

‘But do not be afraid of evil (for 
I am with you to deliver you, and 
we will fight and conquer it to-
